had listened slavishly to their advisers in the Middle East, 
who had somehow or other managed to convince them 
that if they played ball with the Arabs, and truckled to 
them, and appeased them, there could be set up a collection 
of Arab States which would be the best bulwark against 
the aggression of any other Power. Why did the home 
Governments, he asked, believe that? All history was 
against them. “ Yesterday Egypt told us to get out; to-day 
it is Syria and the Lebanon, and if you established an 
Arab State in Palestine, to-morrow it would be the 
Palestinian Arabs.” But again it was a case of “ sealed 
lips “with the result that earnest students of the subject 
are condemned to draw most depressing conclusions. 
Squadron Leader SrGat scouted the threat of a Holy War 
against the Jewish remnants. It had no basis in reality, 
he urged, and belonged to the era of an outworn 
medievalism. To the Arab of to-day there were Holy 
Wars all around him, waiting to be fought against poverty, 
ignorance, and disease 

Mr. STANLEY, a former Colonial Minister, spoke as a 
one-time Secretary for the Colonies to a brother now 
bearing that distressing burden, and his words of sympathy

This applied to the Sabbath meals, 
and he hoped it. would.be made @encrally known 
that this Sabbath hospitality for any member of the 
Forces in transit through the city was continuing
